Many  parts  of  the  city  government,  as  well   as   regional   and  state  agencies 
and  public  and  semi -public  groups   and  organizations,   are  responding  to  the  new 
Boston  and  the  impetus  of  the  coming  national   Bicentennial    celebration.

Boston's  major  park  system,  designed  over  100  years  ago  by  Frederic 
Law  Olmsted,   is  also  in  need  of  considerable  planning  efforts  to  program 
improvements  and  rehabilitation.

The  demand  and  opportunities  in  today's  society  are  continually  thrusting 
people  into  new  environments  v/here  their  only  guides  are  the  various  signs  and 
labels  that  clutter  buildings  and  lamp  posts.     All   too  often,  these  aids  prove 
useless . 

Boston  is   a  city  that  each  year  has  as  many  visitors  as   residents,   and 
whose  colleges   and  universities  enroll   tens  of  thousands  of  new  students  each 
year.     As  a  birthplace  of  the  revolution,  the  prologue  and  bicentennial  years 
of  1975  and   1976  will   bring  additional    thousands  of  visitors. 

A  recent  study  prepared  for  the  BRA  under  a  HUD  Urban  Beautification 
grant  was  a  first  step  in  the  development  of  a  system  of  improvements  designed 
to  communicate  to  visitor  and  resident  what  the  city  has  to  offer,  where  it 
is   available,  and  how  to  get  there  in  the  fastest  and  safest  manner.

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SECOND  AND  THIRD  YEAR  PROGRAMS 

Sections   200  through  400  deal  with  the  planning,  evaluation,   and  development 
of  programs   related  to  the  celebration  of  the  American  Bicentennial   in  the  years 
1975  and  1976.     One  of  the  main  objectives  of  the  planning  activities  proposed 
for  funding  is  to  direct  the  Bicentennial   efforts  towards  programs  and  projects 
that  will   be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  City, 

The  second  year's  programs   for  these  sections  will   be  directed  toward  continued 
planning  and  coordination  of  these  efforts,  with  concentration  on  identifying  and 
developing  sources  of  funding  necessary  to  implement  the  Bicentennial   programs.

1.  Where  a  high  level   of  specialized  experience  is  necessary  for  a  relatively 
short  length  of  time. 

2.  Where  a  consultant,   through  work  it  has  done  for  the  BRA  or  other  contractor, 
has   explored  a  particular  problem  and,  as  such,   has  done  the  groundwork 

that  will   enable  the  consultant  to  produce  results  significantly  faster 
and  more  efficiently  than  a  staff  effort.
